Combe Martin, Devon, faces straight out into the Atlantic, and in between 
onshore gales, which roll unheeded through the moorings, the vessels are subjected to 
ground seas that can wear keel bands out in one year. For tough conditions you need 
a tough boat - and Norman chose Cygnus.
